S.JI.O. 319, — The following bye-laws for regulating the collection and recovery 
of tax on cycles and tricycles in the Jullundur Cantonment made by the Canton- 
ment. Board Jullundur, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of section 
282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), are hereby published 
for general Information, the same having been previously published and approved 
and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub-section (1) of 
section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

Bye-laws 

1. Every person who owns keeps a cycle or tricycle shall be liable to pay 
the tax specified in the notification of Gevernment of India in the Ministry of 
Defence, No. S.R.O. 229, dated the lOtfi June, 1964, published at page 333 of the 
Gazette of India, Part II, Section 4, dated the 27th June, 1964. 

2. Every person who is liable for payment of the tax on cycle or tricycle

Officer within one month of his coming into possession of the cycle or tricycle, 
for registration of the same and shall remit the tax aipngwith the application. 

3. The tax shall be acknowledged by means of an official receipt (Form Cantt. 

4-B). 


4. The receipt shall be granted in the name of the person paying the tax 
against' the cycle or tricycle of a particular number and description in his pos- 
session. 

5(a) On expiry of the period of the registration, every owner or keeper of 
the cycle or tricycle liable to be taxed shall apply for the renewal of registration 
to the authority specified in bye-law 2, within 15 days thereof. 

(b) Every registration or renewal shall be valid till the end of the financial 

year in which the same is made. 

Ffiom the information obtained from applications for registration and 
renewal of registration and from any other information at its disposal the Can- 
tonment Board shall cause to be prepared in Form ‘B’ appended to these by-laws 
a Demand and Collection Register in which the names of all tax payers shall be 

entered, and shall cause such register to be corrected from time to time as it 

may consider necessary. 

7. Any person whose name has been entered In the register referred to in 

bye-law 6 or the agent of any such person shall be permitted free of charge to 

Inspect and take extract from any portion of the said register which relates to 
such person. 

8. On payment of the tax a number plate will be issued by the Cantonment 
Executive Officer, which shall bear the same number as that shown in the register 
and shall be affixed by the tax payer on some conspicious part of the cycle or 
tricycle for which it Is issued. 

9. If the number plate of a registered cycle or tricycle is lost a duplicate 

plate shall be Issued on payment of charges fixed by the Cantonment Board.

10. No tax shall be payable by the cycle dealers In respect of new cycles or 
tricycles kept by them for sale. 

11. Every person who keeps any cycle or tricycle for use, whether as owner 
or on loan or has charge of it in any other capacity, shall be deemed to be the 
person liable to the assessment of the tax but the primary responsibility for 
paying the tax shall be that of the owner. 

12. Any cycle or tricycle liable to be taxed for which the tax has not been 
paid or which is without a number plate, if found In any public place, shall be 
liable to be seized by the Cantonment Executive Officer, Tax Superintendent, the 
Tax Collectors or their Assistants or any person authorised in this behalf by 
the Cantonment Board, and detained at the Cantonment Board Stores, or any 
other place set apart for the purpose and shall only be released on composition 
of the offence and payment of the tax due thereon. 

13. Whoever contravenes any of these bye-laws shall on conviction by a 
Magistrate punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and in the case 
of continuing contravention with a further fine which may extend to five rupees 
for every day during which such contravention continues after conviction, for 
the first such contravention.

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— The number of the said 

post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified 
In columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of reoruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified In columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule, 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule 
for direct recruitment may be relaxed In the case of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the general orders issued by the Central Gov'erntnent from time 
to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — • (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post; and 

(b) No woman, whose marriage Is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wilfe living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said post:
